BEST OF CARE IS 
HOSPITAL PLEDGE 


A NEW multi-million-pound intensive 
care unit at Walsall Manor Hospital 
will be amongst the very best, say 
health chiefs. 

The £6 million unit will have 16 beds and provide 
increased capacity for patients under ambitious plans to 
further redevelop the hospital off Pleck Road. It is due to 
replace the current high dependency and critical care units, 
which have six beds each, and the new unit is expected to 
open in early 2014. 

Health chiefs at the Manor say it will rival facilities avail¬ 


able at other hospitals. 

Chief executive Richard 
Kirby said: “Patients can get 
the most specialised care in a 
really good unit that is as 
good as what anywhere else 
has got. 

“Our ability to make sure 
we can always have an ITU 
bed available for an emer¬ 
gency patient will be 
increased.” 

Transformation 

The plans form part of the 
hospitals’ Foundation Trust 
application, along with the 
£6 million redevelopment of 
the A&E department. 

Bosses say discussions 
over the accident and emer¬ 
gency department transfor¬ 
mation are on-going to 
decide over whether it will 
be a rebuild or refurbish¬ 
ment. 

This is due to be carried 
out after work on the inten¬ 
sive care unit and is not 
expected to be completed 
until around 2015. The 
improvement work is being 
proposed as the number of 
visitors has increased since 
the A&E was first built.

with the plans regardless of 
the Foundation Trust appli¬ 
cation.

Forensic investigations 
are still taking place in and 
around the widower’s home, 
where he was found col¬ 
lapsed by neighbours. 

Friendly 

Police said Mr Davis was a 
decorated war hero who was 
fiercely independent and 
kept his home and garden 
immaculate. 

Detectives revealed one of 
the last people to see him 
alive was his neighbour, who 
cooked him a lunch on 
Sunday afternoon and 
brought it round to his 
house. The alarm was then 
raised when the great¬ 
grandfather could not be 
raised later on. 

Horrified residents paid 
tribute to Mr Davis, who 
they say was friendly, cour¬ 
teous and proud of his Royal 
Navy background. 

The father-of-two was 
married to Clara for more 
than 60 years. She died in 
2006. 

Mani Madaan, aged 22, of 
Jays Store in Walsall Road, 
said: “He was a nice person 
and always chatty.”

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New network aims to save 60 lives 


WALSALL Manor Hospital has been 
named as a specialist trauma unit to 
help boost the survival chances of 
patients who suffer life-threatening 
injuries. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust 
has been named as part of the new 
Trauma Care Network System, 
which has been launched across the 
NHS in the West Midlands. 

The system is made up of three 
trauma care networks, each with a 


major trauma centre at its heart. 
Each is supported by a trauma unit, 
to include Walsall Manor Hospital. 

It means patients who suffer very 
serious injuries will be taken to a 
major trauma unit for treatment. 

But where they are too unwell to 
be transported to the major trauma 
centre or are more than 45 minutes 
away from it, they will be taken to 
the nearest unit to be stabilised. 

Dr Najam Rashid, clinical director 


for Accident and Emergency at 
Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust, said: 
“This new trauma care network 
system is designed to transform the 
care that people receive and will 
provide an improved model of care to 
patients across the whole region. 

“It will help to improve the 
chances of survival for patients after 
a major trauma injury by giving 
them specialist expertise.” 

After being treated at a major 


trauma unit, patients are then 
transferred back to a local hospital. 

NHS West Midlands has said it 
hopes to save a further 60 lives each 
year under the new system. 

Queen Elizabeth Hospital in 
Birmingham, Birmingham Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital, the University Hos¬ 
pital of Coventry and University 
Hospital of North Staffordshire in 
Stoke-on-Trent have all been given 
the trauma centre designation. 


New Waterfront South 
homes are on schedule 


at 


THE REMAINDER of Walsall’s multi-million 
pound Waterfront South project is due to 
finish this autumn. 

Keys to the block of 82 canalside apartments were handed 
over to residents last week, marking a milestone in the 
progress of the ambitious development which started two 
years ago. Around 300 homes are being created in the heart 
of the town with work now 
well under way on the last 
phase, which is expected to 
be completed in September. 

The Waterfront South 
complex started with the 
construction of the main 
111-apartment block and 22 
houses, which were ready 
for families last Easter. 

The rest of the scheme to 
have two apartment blocks 
of 82 flats each, one now fin¬ 
ished and the second is being 
built, will roll out over the 
next six months. 

Regeneration 

The regeneration project 
off Wolverhampton Street is 
being completed by 
Cannock-based developers 
Jessup. 

Spokesman Ian Jackson 
said: “Work is well on the 
way. The final block will be 
completed by September.”

Crowing 
concern 
attacks on 
vice girls 

AT LEAST 10 prostitutes 
have been assaulted on the 
borough’s streets in the past 
year, prompting police to step 
up efforts to tackle the vice 
trade. 

A total of 42 kerb crawlers 
have been caught in the 
borough since last February 
as part of the on-going Oper¬ 
ation Nominal. Persistent 
vice girls have been issued 
with criminal anti-social 
behaviour orders in a bid to 
keep them of the streets. 

Police have revealed there 
have also been a series of 
sexual assaults, of the 10 inci¬ 
dents reported to them six 
arrests have been made. 

The assaults since last Feb¬ 
ruary occurred on Milton 
Street, Scarborough Road, 
Wednesbury Road, Glebe 
Street, Bentley Mill Way, 
Walsall; Station Street and 
Pinfold Street, Darlaston; 
and Crook Lane, Great Barr. 

Sergeant Richard Jacques 
said: “We are aware of a 
number of sexual assaults on 
sex workers and will not tol¬ 
erate this kind of crime. 

“We are pleased to report 
that over a 15 month period 
we have managed to detect 
and make arrests for over 60 
per cent of these type of 
crimes.”

HERE is a list of the raids 
committed by members of 
the gang between October 
2010 and January 2011: 

• October 4. Attackers 
steal a £70,000 Audi RS6 at 
pistol point from a house in 
Bracebridge Road on the 
Four Oaks Estate. 

• October 4. An oppor¬ 
tunist thief steals a set of 
keys accidentally let in the 
front door of Roedean Close, 
Kingstanding, including the 
ignition key to a Vectra, 
without the owner noticing.

• October 20. The gang 
use a battering ram to burst 
into Laxmi jewellers in 
Wednesbury Road, Walsall, 
and steal £9,000 worth of 
gold rings in 25 seconds. 

• October 21. Raiders 
burst into the Gold Centre in 
Sparkhill armed with axes 
and hammers after the 
doors had been opened by 
one of the gang disguised in 
a burqa. Staff fought back, 
hurling furniture and filling 
the shop with smoke after 
pressing an alarm. The 
robbers fled empty handed. 

• November 3. Man 
beaten up on the car park of 
the Church Tavern in Perry 
Barr by gang armed with

Gang is smashed by police 
as robbers sent to prison 


POLICE have hailed a major success after 
putting an armed gang that brought terror to 
the West Midlands behind bars. 

The hooded thugs struck at least 11 times in four months, 
targeting three jewellers, a bookmakers and a string of 
homes from which they escaped with luxury cars and goods 
worth hundreds of thousands of pounds. 

Seven men were given prison terms ranging from five to 
10 years at Wolverhampton Crown Court after admitting 
conspiracy to rob between October 2010 and January 2011. 


The gang involving crimi¬ 
nals from Walsall and Birm¬ 
ingham was smashed in a 
joint operation between the 
two forces that was code- 
named Yeoman. It led to 
raids on 24 addresses, spear¬ 
headed by armed officers in 
the early hours of May 4, 
2011. As well as the arrests 
of several members of the 
gang, the move also recov¬ 
ered drugs, £10,000 cash, 
suspected stolen vehicles 
and an arsenal of weapons. 

Detective Inspector Bob 
Bradford from West 
Midland Force CID, who led 
the operation, said: “This 
has been a long and in-depth 
operation involving many 
officers from both Stafford¬ 
shire and ourselves and so 
we are really pleased that all 
of that hard work has paid 
off. 

Dangerous 

“This was a team of 
organised and dangerous 
criminals and the length of 
the sentences reflects the 
seriousness of their crimes. 
The public and, in particu¬ 
lar, businesses will be a lot 
safer with these men behind 
bars.” 

The gang used a handgun, 
stun gun, machete, axes, 
hammers and a home made 
police-style battering ram 
while ruthlessly attacking 
anybody who got in their 
way. 

One even dressed in a full 
length burqa that covered 
his face and body to trick 
staff into opening a security

door through which the rest 
of the gang then rushed. 

Dramatic CCTV images 
were recovered from the 
scenes of a number of the 
attacks. They included the 
gang using a battering ram 
to force their way into 
Laxmi Jewellers in Walsall, 
where they stole £9,000 of 
gold rings in a raid that 
lasted just 25 seconds. 

In another attack, at the 
car park of the Church 
Tavern in Perry Barr, a man 
was shot with a Tasar elec¬ 
tric stun gun before his 
£25,000 BMW335 stolen. 

The gang stole a string of 
top-of-the range cars includ¬ 
ing a £70,000 Audi RS6, in 
raids on homes. 

Operation Yeoman was 
launched after a string of 
robberies and car key bur¬ 
glaries across the region. 

The first major break¬ 
through came as police 
recovered the get away car 
used in the raid on the Gold 
Centre in Sparkhill from the 
nearby street where it had 
been dumped. As the Vectra 
was put onto a low loader 
the day after the robbery 
another car drove into the 
cul-de-sac and hurriedly 
tried to get out again. The 
suspicious behaviour of the 
two occupants prompted 
their arrest. They were later 
revealed to be gang 
members Imran Zaman and 
Lewis Richards.

MAJOR parts of the tragic ocean liner were built in the 
West Midlands and now visitors to a museum can see 
first-hand the links the region has to the Titanic. Great 
Barr researcher Andrew Lound has crammed findings 
from 40 years of research into the display, which is taking 
place in Smethwick until April 29. 


There are about 400 exhibits on 
show, including replica equipment 
used to weigh luggage made by 
Smethwick-based W&T Avery Ltd at 
its Soho Foundry in 1911. 

There will be pictures of safes, 
made by Bilston-based Thomas 
Perry & Son plus a plate featuring 
the Thomas Perry & Company logo, 
like the ones that would have been 
fixed to the safes. 

The safes would have been located 
on the sea deck and used to keep 
first-class passengers’ valuables 
secure. 

Door locks made by a number of 
small firms in Willenhall are also on 
display plus crystal light fittings 
from Brierley Hill Crystal. 

Based 

There will be information about 
Brierley Hill company Welin- 
Lambie, which invented the ‘davit’ 
or crane used for lowering down 
lifeboats. 

The company, which is now based 
in Old Bush Street, went on to 
supply QEII and Royal Yacht Britan¬ 
nia. 

Curator Mr Lound, said the exhi¬ 
bition, which began in January, had 
been a “tremendous success”. 

He said: “What seems to be 
impressing people is the number of 
Birmingham and Black Country 
firms that were associated not only

with the Titanic but with ship build¬ 
ing in general. 

“The exhibition is, however, just 
getting into its stride as April is 
Titanic month.

New driver who injured boy on crossing jailed 


A SPEEDING driver who had just passed 
his test when he mowed down a four-year- 
old child on a pedestrian crossing in Walsall 
has been jailed for 10 months. 

Christopher Diponio made no obvious 
attempt to slow down before hitting Zane 
Bounaaja who was on his way home from 
school with his mother Sarah and eight- 
year-old sister Sophie, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

Mrs Bounaaja put her hand up in a des¬ 
perate attempt to make the silver Corsa stop 
as the little boy broke free from her grasp 
and ran towards the pavement, said prose¬ 
cutor Miss Alka Brigue. 


Zane landed on his head after being 
thrown into the air by the impact and suf¬ 
fered brain damage and a serious leg injury. 

The car then crashed into a fence and wall 
in Darlaston Road before coming to a halt 
near the home of the 22-year old motorist. 

Eyewitness Daniel Adams told police: “It 
was in the middle of the road doing around 
40 miles an hour in a 30 limit.” 

Swerved 

Another witness said: “He did not brake 
but swerved before hitting the child.” 

The incident happened on September 8 at 
3.40pm on a straight road. Shop worker 


Diponio told police: “I looked down at the 
clock and when I looked up the boy just hap¬ 
pened to be there and I tried to avoid him.” 

He claimed to be travelling at 37mph and 
said he had not been using the iPod or phone 
found in the car. 

Mr Nayan Patel, defending, said: “He had 
only been driving for a few weeks after 
saving up to buy a car after passing his test. 
He saw the young boy at a very late stage. It 
was a genuine case of lack of experience. He 
knows he should have slowed down, is filled 
with remorse and wants to pass on his apolo¬ 
gies to the family of the boy.” 

Diponio, of Darlaston Road, admitted 


dangerous driving and was banned from 
driving for five years. 

Builder Samir Bounaaja, 37, and his 41- 
year-old wife Sarah, from Pleck, said of their 
son Zane, now five: “He was top of his class 
before this happened and now he struggles 
to even learn the alphabet. He was a normal 
confident youngster and is now more clingy 
and very wary of roads. We will not know the 
long term effects of the brain injury until he 
is a teenager.” 

Zane, a pupil at Rough Hay Primary 
School, spent two weeks in Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital and was in a wheelchair 
for three months.

PLANS for a new access way to a 
quarry in Aldridge have been 
granted permission to the delight 
of householders living on the 
current route. 

Residents living in Branton Hill Lane and 
Little Aston Road whooped and cheered in 
Walsall Council chamber last week when 
the decision was made to allow applicant 
Bliss Sand and Gravel Company Ltd build 
the access route off Chester Road. 

The decision brings a campaign spanning 
three decades to a conclusion. 

The campaigners said they had been 
enduring the noise and potential danger of 
hundreds of lorries passing their homes 
every week for years, and wholeheartedly 
welcomed the move for an access route off 
Chester Road, to rid them of the problem. 

The proposal includes the relocation of 
the recycling plant closer to the access road. 

Pointing out that lorries currently pass 
within 20 feet of front doors, Andy Morris 
told the meeting: “If the road is built no one 
will be walking along the road and being 
showered with grit and mud and no one will 
have to risk life and limb to visit the homes 
of neighbours” 

Diverted 

Fed-up residents have been campaigning 
for 30 years for lorries to be diverted away 
from their homes. 

But residents in Cottage Mews, off 
Chester Road, objected to the plans. They 
say the access road would be mean lorries 
would instead be passing near their homes. 
They did not feel they had been considered 
and feared the route would damage nearby 
sites of archaeological importance, a 
concern also raised by English Heritage. 

But councillors said their homes were 
about 450ft from the new route, as opposed 
to the current 20ft for other residents, and 
approved the plans on Thursday (March 
29). The scheme attracted 16 letters of 
support but more than double that number 
in objections.

WALSALL councillors were 
meeting yesterday (Wednesday) 
to consider further moves to 
crack down on metal thieves. 

Councillors were discussing the possibil¬ 
ity of getting legal powers todeal with the 
plague of thefts that has hit the borough 
hard since the price of metals soared. 

Council chiefs were cosidering ploughing 
ahead with plans to push for a new by-law 
that would allow the council to introduce a 
licensing system for scrap metal collectors. 

It is believed it would be the first of its 
kind in the country. 

Council leader Mike Bird said: “What we 
would be looking at is licensing metal collec¬ 
tors. One of things we could look at is 
putting a plate on the front of the vehicle, 
similar to private hire vehicles. We may also 
look at how we could incorporate that with 
an MoT so that we know that a vehicle is 
roadworthy.” 

Councillor Bird said the time had defi¬ 
nitely come to take action as theft of metal 
to poses “a serious problem to the people of 
Walsall.” 

He added: “We’ve had lead stolen from 
the Barr Beacon war memorial, we’ve had 
drain covers pinched and metal stolen from 
lots of other places. Enough is enough. A by¬ 
law is something that we may look at but we 
are determined to press ahead and look at 
how we can tackle the problem,” he added. 

Calls have been growing for a cashless 
system to be introduced for the scrap metal 
industry with an online petition set up by 
Walsall Council worker Donovan Bailey 
attracting more than 57,000 names. That 
would end cash payments for scrap.

Jon Burnett, regeneration officer for 
Walsall town centre, added: “Walsall has a 
vibrant night life and we and we want 
people to enjoy the night-time economy in 
the town centre at the weekends but it’s 
imperative that they feel safe while enjoying 
themselves.” 

Last week it was revealed crime in the 
West Midlands is at its lowest level in a 
decade. 

Statistics showed there have been 20,000 
fewer victims of crime compared to last year.

A MULTI-million pound museum 
and history complex in the heart 
of Walsall is pushing ahead, with a 
task group formed to guide the 
ambitious plans. 

Moves to bring Walsall Museum and the 
Local History Centre under one roof have 
been under discussion for a number of years. 
It recently emerged that Walsall Council 
chiefs are looking at moving them together 
with the leather museum in Littleton Street 
West. Other sites in the town are still being 
considered before a final location is selected. 

A bid could be made for Lottery money to 
help fund the project with other cash coming 
from the council. 

Sue Grainger, head of libraries, heritage 
and arts at the council, said: “A project board 
has been formed and we are currently 
assessing space requirements against poten¬ 
tial sites. 

Archives 

“We are planning to involve both the 
National Archives and the Arts Council, 
who are now the national lead for museums, 
to ensure that any design meets the require¬ 
ments for the display, exhibition and storage 
of archival and museum materials and offers 
a fantastic customer experience.” 

There have been long standing calls to 
keep all archives together in the heart of the 
borough as the Local History Centre is cur¬ 
rently based in Essex Street. It was closed on 
Fridays as well as Mondays last year because 
of cuts. 

The museum is currently situated above 
Walsall Central Library, in Lichfield Street, 
in the town centre.

Issues raised include fears 
over noise, requests that the 
land should be used for 
housing and fears for the 
potential impact on the 
value of neighbouring prop¬ 
erties. 

Investing 

Despite the objections, no- 
one came to the planning 
meeting at Walsall Council 
last week to speak on behalf 
of the objectors. Councillors 
approved the application. 

Leader of the council Mike 
Bird, vice-chair of the plan¬ 
ning meeting, said after¬ 
wards: “It’s fantastic news. 

“It shows people are 
investing in Walsall, and 
whilst we do get a lot of neg¬ 
ative publicity about the 
retail sector, people are still 


prepared to invest in the 
borough. 

“I want to say thank you 
to the company for looking 
at Walsall and creating jobs, 
and kick-starting the 
economy in the local area, to 
enable people to have a 
future.” 

Aspray24 was founded in 
1982 and its headquarters 
have been in Noose Lane 
since 1992 from where it 
runs a fleet of around 400 
vehicles. 

The expansion plans were 
revealed as the family-run 
firm prepares to celebrate its 
30th anniversary. 

Bosses at the company 
have said the newly- 
acquired five-and-a-half 
acre former George Carter 
Pressings site will not only 
secure the future of the busi¬ 
ness in Willenhall but it is 
vital to expansion plans. 

The former George Carter 
Pressings site has been 
empty since May 2009 when 
it closed down after 179 
years of business, with the 
loss of 79 jobs.

Living history 
in time travel 
adventures 


THE WEST Midlands 
has a rich history 
which has left an 
legacy of impressive 
buildings and sites to 
explore. 

In Shropshire much of the 
heritage is drawn from the 
centuries of uneasy rela¬ 
tions with their neighbours 
the Welsh. This legacy 
includes the remains of the 
Roman city of Wroxeter 
(some claim it became 
Arthur’s Camelot after the 
Romans left) where a 
Roman villa has been recre¬ 
ated as part of a TV docu¬ 
mentary. Nearby is the 
imposing Attingham Hall, 
where the picture gallery 
became the model for Buck¬ 
ingham Palace’s gallery, and 
the romantic ruins of 
impressive Ludlow Castle 
and Wenlock Priory. The 
latter is in the village of 
Much Wenlock, where the 
modern Olympics originated 
and are being celebrated as 
part of London 2012. 

Nearby Bridgnorth is the 
northern terminus of the 
Severn Valley Railway 
which steams along the 
beautiful valley via Bewdley 
to Kidderminster and 
includes the Engine House 
education centre at Highley. 

In this area, Buildwas 
Abbey ruins and Dudmas- 
ton Hall grounds make 
great picnic spots. Near 
Craven Arms are pictur¬ 
esque medieval manor 


house Stokesay Castle, 
the Secret Hills Discov¬ 
ery Centre with its replica 
Shropshire mammoth and 
Acton Scott historic 
working farm, where Victo¬ 
rian Farm was filmed. 

Ironbridge is named 
after one of the marvels of 
the early industrial age, 
which spans the Severn, and 
the gorge is the birthplace of 
the Industrial Revolution 
that transformed the world. 
There are ten museums in 
the gorge, available via indi¬ 
vidual ticket or by a 12- 
month passport for all of 
them. The biggest is Blists 
Hill Victorian Town, 
which takes visitors back to 
the 19th Century. 

Manor 

Industry later moved to 
the Black Country and 
Birmingham where the 
Black Country Living 
Museum in Dudley gives 
visitors a taste of that sooty, 
chain-hammering, hard¬ 
working past. 

The proud history of 
Walsall’s leather trade can 
be discovered at Walsall 
Leather Museum in Little¬ 
ton Street West. Based in an 
original Victorian factory 
building the museum cele¬ 
brates the town’s 200 year 
leather making history. 
Alongside a permanent exhi¬ 
bition, which is free, the 
museum runs an events and 
activities programme for 
adults and children, when 
some charges may apply.

The Back To Backs in 

Birmingham city centre 
show how the workers lived, 
whilst the palatial ruins of 
Witley Court, near Stour- 
port, hint at the opulence 
enjoyed by industrialists 
such as the Earl of Dudley. 

The Manders made 
Wightwick Manor, 

Wolverhampton, into a cele¬ 
bration of the 19th Century 
arts and crafts movement. 
Soho House in 
Handsworth was the elegant 
home of Birmingham indus¬ 
trialist Matthew Boulton 
and nearby the Museum of 
the Jewellery Quarter in 
Hockley is a time capsule for 
one of the city ’s great trades. 

Another city landmark, 
Aston Hall, played a role in 
one of the country’s defining 


conflicts, the English Civil 
War, as did Boscobel 
House and Moseley Old 
Hall, both near Wolver¬ 
hampton. The religious per¬ 
secutions leading up to that 
17th Century conflict are 
reflected in the ‘priest hole’ 
hideaways at Harvington 
Hall, near Kidderminster, 
and at moated Baddesley 
Clinton, near Solihull, both 
Elizabethan treasures. 

Conflicts of a recent era 
are remembered at the 
Royal Air Force Museum 
at Cosford, an aviation fan’s 
must-see attraction housed 
in three huge hangars at the 
air base. It has a fascinating 
Cold War exhibition too and 
is free admission, though 
you will need to pay for 
parking. 


Thrill seekers head for 
theme parks and zoos 


FAMILIES looking to take a walk on the wild 
side, whether that’s white-knuckle roller¬ 
coaster rides or getting close to big cats, 
have plenty of choice in the West Midlands. 

West Midland Safari and Leisure Park, between Kid¬ 
derminster and Bewdley, has got both. The day out includes 
four-mile self-drive safari and 27-ride leisure park including 
Venom Tower Drop. A new attraction for 2012 is Penguin 
Cove, where visitors can watch the colony of Humboldt pen¬ 
guins explore their own beach or take a shower in their 
waterfall. 

Dudley Zoological Gardens on Castle Hill, in the heart 
of the Black Country, has been transformed in recent years 
and in 2012 celebrates its 75th anniversary.

When it comes to castles, few are more impressive than 
Warwick Castle where The Castle Dungeon now hosts the 
vengeful Witches of Warwick. Merlin fans can experience 
The Dragon Tower and there are regular bird of prey dis¬ 
plays and the trebuchet siege machine is put into action. 

More than 50 rides and attractions ensure a busy day out 
at Alton Towers Resort in north Staffordshire. New for 
2012 is Nemesis Sub-Terrar, a spin-off from the Nemesis 
attraction that takes the terror underground, and Ice Ag;e 
The 4D Experience featuring characters from the hit ani¬ 
mated movies. 

Adrenaline 

Drayton Manor Theme Park, near Tamworth, is 
staging a number of Guinness World Record attempts to 
mark its 62nd year. This year also features a new 4D movie 
based on classic fantasy The Little Prince and live shows. 
For younger children there is Thomas Land, featuring the 
popular living loco and his friends, whilst thrill-seekers can 
head for the big coasters, including Ben 10 Ultimate 
Mission, adrenaline-pumping drop tower Apocalypse, 
stand-up coaster Shockwave, splashtastic Stormforce 10 
and the stomach-churning Maelstrom. 

Hands-on, hi-tech displays can be visited at eye-catching 
West Bromwich town centre venue The Public, which is 
free admission, as is the equally iconic New Art Gallery in 
Walsall town centre. Both offer family craft events at week¬ 
ends and during school holidays. 

For those with a sweet tooth, Cadbury World at 
Bournville is the ultimate destination, visited by more than 
half a million chocoholics last year. Learn all about choco¬ 
late, particularly Birmingham’s famous brand, and taste it 
too.

Credit overdue for footballer 


IN A PUB of my acquaintance there 
hangs a composite of three old photo¬ 
graphs plus a screed about one who in 
his day would have been a well known 
figure of the sporting world, namely 
one Arthur Wharton, the first black 
professional footballer in the world. 

While not a fan myself I remain fond 
of my native Cannock and I am sur¬ 
prised that Arthur Wharton is so little 
known today. 

He was born in Accra (Gold Coast) in 
1865 son of a missionary father and 
mother related to the country’s Royal 
House. His father sent him to a relative 
in Cannock who saw to his local educa¬ 


tion in a (then) Methodist college near 
Shoal Hill, Cannock. 

He was a local athlete, footballer and 
cricketer who, in his career played foot¬ 
ball for Preston North End, Sheffield 
United and Rotherham. 

The picture in question has a full 
length picture of him with a large 
trophy cup after breaking the world 
record for 100 yards, one with the team 
of (I think) Preston North End, and 
surprisingly, one of him as a miner 
accompanied by his two dogs in the 
1920’s. 

Apparently he married, became a 
pub landlord in Yorkshire and died 


when a colliery haulage hand in Decem¬ 
ber 1930 at the age of 65 and was buried 
in an unmarked grave in the village of 
Edlington. 

In his day he was known as a spectac¬ 
ular goalkeeper and I’m surprised his 
name is not better remembered today - 
and, sipping one’s favourite pint of ale 
while regarding this picture, it really is 
a sobering thought.

THE VILLAGE of Pelsall, 
between Bloxwich and 
Brownhills, was first men¬ 
tioned in a charter of 994, 
amongst lands given to the 
monastery at Heantune 
(Wolverhampton) by 
Mercian noblewoman 
Wulfrun. 

It was called Peolshalh, meaning 
‘a nook’ or ‘land between two 
streams belonging to Peol’. The 
Domesday Book entry of 1086 
describes it as waste land belonging 
to the church. A chapel was built 
about 1311, so a settlement had 
been established but in 1563 it has 
only 14 householders. Evidence of 
medieval strip farming can still be 
seen on a tithe map of around 1840. 

The original village centre was 
the area now known as Old Town. 
In 1760 remaining open fields were 
enclosed but holdings survived into 
the 1800s in Hall Field, High Ley, 
Riddings Field and Final Field.

A Methodist Chapel and 
school were opened about 1836 in 
today’s Station Road, and a new St 
Michael’s Church was built in 1844. 
Shops became established in 
Norton Road and High Street. 

Mining 

Pelsall became a mining village, 
and about 1800 both shallow and 
deep seams were much worked. 
The arrival of the canal at about 
1794 had opened up the area for 
industrialisation, with entrepre¬ 
neurs and landowners quickly 
exploiting the mineral wealth and 
Pelsall became a mining village 
with both shallow and deep seams 


worked. There was also a nailmak¬ 
ing cottage industry and in 1841 30 
men gave that as their occupation. 

Pelsall Ironworks was estab¬ 
lished in 1832 on North Common 
and grew massively under owner¬ 
ship of Davis and Bloomer. 
Together with Yorks Foundry and 
Ernest Wilkes & Co at Mouse Hill, it 
gave Pelsall a share of the heavy 
iron trade. 

Wilkes’ foundry survived until 
1977 but the others ceased trading 
in the 1890s and the mines became 
unworkable, mainly due to flooding. 
The former ironworks site is now a 
nature reserve.

Sowing the seeds for 
garden full of colour 


IF you have a fair space to fill 
in your flower border, don’t 
forget this can be done eco¬ 
nomically with one or two 
packets of mixed hardy 
annual seeds. 

Sown in soil in April that has been 
improved with a soil conditioner or 
Miracle-Gro Expand ’n Gro, you will 
soon see a plethora of tiny seedlings 
emerge. 

Hardy annuals include many cottage 
garden plants including annual lavat- 
era, cornflower, Californian poppy, 
coreopsis, clarkia, love-in-a-mist, tiny 
viola and linaria. 

Together they will make a great 
summer display that is easy to grow. 

If you want dwarf plants, perhaps for 
the front of the border, look for 
Thomson & Morgan’s Fairy Mixed that 
includes only plants that will flower to 
a maximum height of 45cm (18in). 

Quickly 

See that all the plants that germi¬ 
nate have enough space in which to 
thrive. If your sowing has been too 
thick you can always dig out clumps 
and replant them. 

Slugs and snails are a particular nui¬ 
sance in spring when their voracious 
appetite can quickly ruin emerging 
shoots and new foliage from plants 
such as delphiniums, hostas, dahlias, 
sweet peas and tulips. 

Knowing slugs move and feed at 
night many gardeners go out with a 
torch at dusk to pick up and destroy 
these nocturnal plant destroyers. 

I prefer to thinly scatter a few Slug- 
Clear Ultra pellets around vulnerable 
plants. This blue works particularly 
well because it is effective for up to two 
weeks, even in showery weather. If you 
prefer not to have pellets on the soil

Plant out summer flowering 
bulbs, corms and tubers such as 
gladioli, lily and dahlias in soil that 
has been improved with Leving- 
ton Soil Conditioner or Miracle- 
Gro Expand ’n Gro.

surface you can always water the 
ground with a liquid slug killer such as 
SlugClear.

Roses and other flowering shrubs

If your roses were badly 
infected last year then it’s a good idea 
to start treatment against rose 
blackspot early in the season. 

A couple of treatments a fortnight 
apart with RoseClear Ultra Gun! will 
provide internal protection that will 
kill any spores of this disease that may 
have got into the new foliage from a 
carry-over from last year’s growth. It 
will also kill any aphids. 

Feed the foliage and roots of spring 
flowering bulbs such a daffodils and 
crocus to give them the energy needed 
to produce flower buds for next year. 

This is especially important if you 
are growing bulbs in a grassed area 
where you may be tempted to trim off 
the foliage before they have finished 
their life cycle. A couple of feeds of

Drop-top Mini is most selfish ever but so stylisTT 


WHO said greed was bad? 
Doing the right thing is 
usually shorthand for being 
selfless and putting the 
needs of others first. 

But at what point do you get to do 
something for yourself? This logic 
applies as much to cars as it does to 
where you go on holiday. 

Happily, Mini can now help you 
treat yourself with the most selfish 
Mini to date - the Roadster. 

It’s not really selfish of course; it’s 
just biased towards the needs of the 
driver and possible passenger, as this 
is the first two-seater drop-top Mini. 

It’s not the only Mini with a folding 
fabric roof of course, as there’s been a 
Mini Convertible from the first gen¬ 
eration model. 

But that car is based on the hatch¬ 
back while the Roadster is based on 
the Mini Coupe, which makes it 
something of a different animal. For 
starters, the lack of a fixed metal roof 
may give it the edge over the Coupe in 
some people’s eyes - whether roof up 



or down, the Roadster is a pretty little 
thing and the typical Mini styling 
cues translate well to the open-air 
shape. 

Like all Minis, there’s an element 
of choosing your own style, with 
colour and wheel combinations 
having a big impact on the overall 
look. 

But it has a pert rump, chrome 
rollover bars and clean lines where 
the roof folds away, and therefore 
most people will find it ticks the box 
marked ‘attractive’ right from the off. 

Losing seating for two in the back 
might seem like a significant sacri¬ 
fice, but if you can live with that then 
the upshot is more boot space. A total 
of 240 litres of storage is on offer in 
the rear compartment, regardless of 
whether the roof is up or down, and 
behind the seats there’s a through- 
loading facility, the kind of practical¬ 


ity you don't really expect from a car 
like this. In the cabin there’s not a 
huge amount of storage space for odd¬ 
ments, but you can reach into the 
back without any fuss. 

The same goes for the roof mecha¬ 
nism. Whether you opt for the 
manual or semi-automatic roof 
option, folding or raising the roof is 
the work of a moment. 

Raising the roof requires you to 
reach behind to mechanically release 
the roof from its stowed position, but 
you should soon be able to do this 
without looking. The extra-lazy 
among you will appreciate the elec¬ 
tric assistance. 

Popular 

Under the bonnet the Roadster 
comes in four flavours; Cooper and 
Cooper S, Cooper SD and John 
Cooper Works, but it’s the Cooper S 
which is likely to be the most popular 
petrol option. 

With 182bhp and 1771b.ft of torque 
(with an overboost facility up to 
1921b.ft), it gets along as smartly as 
you would hope. 


In fact the linear delivery of the 
engine almost disguises how fast it is; 
it revs keenly and without any power 
peaks, then you look down at the 
speedometer and realise just how 
quickly it has accelerated. 

There’s also a pleasing, purposeful 
noise coming from the exhaust - well 
short of raucous or loud - but enough 
to remind you this is a car designed 
for fun. 

The theme continues when you hit 
the first bend. All convertible cars are 
compromised to a degree by the 
absence of a metal roof holding them 
together, but in truth the only time 
you even notice is if you slap into a 
particularly bad bump at speed. 

The rest of the time the Mini Road¬ 
ster displays all the vim and enthusi¬ 
asm of its siblings, turning in keenly, 
gripping strongly and encouraging 
you to exploit its abilities. 

Yes, in ultimate terms the Coupe 
would offer a purer drive, but on the 
one day of the year that mattered, 
you’d miss the 100-odd days of sun¬ 
shine-bathed, roof-down motoring. 


What makes all this fun even more 
pleasurable is that you don't have to 
sell your soul to do it. 

The list price is not insignificant, 
but neither is it expensive for a two- 
seater roadster with a powerful tur¬ 
bocharged engine. 

It’s also only £600 more than the 
less pretty and less fun Convertible. 


But with a combined fuel economy 
figure of 47. lmpg and C02 emissions 
of 139g/km, it certainly doesn’t cost 
sports car money to run. 

Although, like all Minis, resisting 
the temptation to make it uniquely 
yours will be hard to resist. 

Good luck keeping your sensible 
head on.

Citroen cuts the price 
of greener motoring 


Citroen UK has announced the 
next phase in its Electric Vehicle 
(EV) sales development pro¬ 
gramme. 

Key elements in this integrated plan for 
growth are; a significant OTR price reduc¬ 
tion to just £21,216 after the Government’s 
£5,000 Plug-in Car Grant; a monthly rental 
reduction to just £249; and a significant 
increase in the size and coverage of Citroen 
UK’s EV Specialist Dealer Network. 

Supporting C-Zero’s new price position¬ 
ing, Citroen has confirmed that it will 
extend its EV Specialist sales network from 
11 to 21 dealers.

IT looks as if Walsall are heading 
for a photo-finish in their bid to 
beat the drop following a dra¬ 
matic afternoon at Spotland. 

AT half-time the Saddlers were picture 
perfect. With a minute left they were 
looking at the negatives. And at full-time 
they were still in the relegation frame as 
their drop fight continued to develop. 

Emmanuel Ledesma celebrated Walsall 
going 2-0 up at Rochdale by borrowing 
Express & Star photographer Alan Evans’ 
camera to take a snapshot of his team¬ 
mates. 

But after looking at their 3-3 draw 
through a lens the Saddlers will need to 
digest the result in a dark room. 

From control, to despair, to elation - the 
Saddlers went through the whole gamut of 
emotions during an afternoon which saw 
them go from comfort to calamity. 

Andy Butler’s 93rd-minute equaliser 
snatched a point when Walsall seemed to 
have blown all three. 

The overriding factor with Dean Smith’s 
side is that they can be never written off - 
but you can never put your house on them. 

This game symbolised the Saddlers’ 
season - they gave themselves a chance but 
never quite took it. 

Sheffield United, Bournemouth, 
Sheffield Wednesday and now Rochdale 
have been beneficiaries of Walsall’s generos¬ 
ity. 

You are going to lose points over the 
course of the season and teams do not hang 
on to every lead they earn. 

But when the Saddlers have lost 26 points 
from winning positions, fingers have to be 
pointed. 

Whether Saturday is a point gained or two 
dropped is subject for debate. Walsall should 
never have put themselves in such a desper¬ 
ate position. They let a poor Rochdale side 
back into the game through a combination 
of naivety and poor decision making. 

After being so comfortable for an hour it 


is two points lost but, at 3-2 down with 30 
seconds remaining, it is certainly one 
gained.
